Tobacco Bam of M. D. Reed’s 
Burned Last Friday Night. -Be¬ 
tween Six and Seven Thousand 
Pounds of Tobacco Lost.—No 
Insurance. 


The April term of the Fiscal Court, 
met last Tuesday, but owing to the sb~ 
sence of some of the Magistrates, ad¬ 
journed until Wednesday, when a 
quorum was present. Most of the ses¬ 
sion was taken up in discussing the 
turnpikes and bridges of the county. 


A large tobacco barn belonging to 
Mr. M. D. Reed, at Valley Hill, was 
destroyed by fire last Friday evening at 
about 8 o’clock, together with nearly 
all the contents. The origin of the fire 
is a mystery, no one having been about 
the bam with matches or fire, and it is , 
thought by some to be the work of an 
incendiary. In the bam were about 
9,000 pounds of tobacco, the most of 
which belonged to Tom Reed, son of 
M. D. Reed, and this, with the excep¬ 
tion of two or three thousand pounds, 
was lost. Besides this, a lot of com, 
hay, a good buggy, some fanning im¬ 
plements and harness were burned. 
There was no insurance on the bam or 
contents and the loss is a total one.

Paducah, Ky., Aril 8.—Mrs. Mary 
Brockwell, who, March 24. murdered 
her three small children, will probably 
be given a sentence of life imprison¬ 
ment in the penitentiary. The attor¬ 
neys for Mrs. Brockwell and the Com¬ 
monwealth’s Attorney have agreed on 
this, and next week sentence will be 
passed upon the murderess, and she 
will Immediately be taken to the peni- 
tiary at Frankfort. 

George Allbritton, the young man who 
Mrs. Brockwell said was an accom{Rice 
in the murder of the children, and who, 
she claimed, suggested that she poison 
the children, was released from the 
county jail this morning. The grand 
jury, finding no evidence upon which to

Among the Cannibals 


THE DOUBLE-STORE 


An Experience of English Naturalists Which They Will Remember. 
Killing and Eating Members of Hostile Tribes.

The popular Idea of a cannibal seems . 
to be about as fur removed from reali¬ 
ty as any idea can l*e. according to the 
report of A. E. Pratt, a distinguished 
English naturalist, who has just re- j 
turned from a two years' sojourn 
among cannibal tribes in British New 
Guinea. 

During bis stay among the nborig 
lues of Papua, New Guinea, where 
Sir. Pratt had goue In search of but¬ 
terflies. he found the savages were 
within sight of civilization, although 
once in awhile they would kill, cook 
and feast upon an enemy. , 

These Papuans are a very interesting 
race. They are split up into tribes, and 
each tribe is again ..divided Into vil¬ 
lages. the largest of which occasionally 
consists of thirty houses, or thirty fam¬ 
ilies. These villages are always sit¬ 
uated on the ridges of mountains, and 
the system of tribal rule is patriarchal, 
but there is a headman to each village, 
who exercises a certain limited author¬ 
ity over the families. In the case of 
marriages, however, the chief power is 
in the hands of the father of the fam¬ 
ily. 

Although they are polygamists, it is 
seldom that a Papuan has more than 
two wives. He is permitted b^ custom 
to have as mahy as he can support, but 
such is the poverty amoug them that 
he is a magnate Indeed who can have 
in his train more than two wives. 

There is only a comparatively narrow 
strait separating New Guinea from 
Australia, but the Papuans are not 
only higher in the human scale than 
the Australian blacks, but they do not 
practice some of the revolting initiato¬ 
ry rites which are common with the 
Australian aborigines. In stature the 
Papuans are, especially the mountain¬ 
eers, of floe physique. In a swamp 
near Port Moresby there was found an 
amphibious tribe which displays a most 
wonderful exemplification of the law of 
adaptation, being web foote^. 

It is the general disposition of these 
cannibals which causes most remark. 
They are jovial and light hearted and. 
when one. has gained their confidence, 
hospitable and friendly. Mr. Pratt had 
an extraordinary example of their con- 
I fidence upon one occasion. 

"After a stay of some months at 


and his party were stopped by the hos¬ 
tile tribe with u demand for oue of 
their boys to be killed aud eateu. This 
came about through a report which 
had reached them that oue of the hos¬ 
tile tribe had beeu killed. Consequent¬ 
ly they would uot feel satisfied uutii 
they had feusted off u member of the 
tribe which bad caused his death. 

It was a crucial test for a youngster 
of eighteen to undergo; but, being well 
armed, young Pratt parleyed with the 
man caters and persuaded them tu 
abandon their demand. Early next j 
morning he and his party slipped quiet¬ 
ly away. 

The Motu-Motu, who inhabit Hood's j 
bay. are kuowu as tbe piebald tribe 1 
owing to the peculiar marks upon their 
bodies. They are oue of the mysteries 
of New Guinea, and their houses, 
which are built upon an oi>en wooden 
framework, are just as curious as they 
are. They use a slanting pole as a 
stairway, aud some of tbe houses even 
have "ladders” for the dogs to use. 

As with some savage people, the wo¬ 
men are the hewers of wood and draw¬ 
ers of water. They are the burden 
bearers, often carrying loads weighing 
ing as much as fifty pounds. They are. 
however, treated with great considera¬ 
tion by the men, whose duty it is to 
guard and protect the women and to 
do the hunting and fishing necessary 
to keep the family larder properly 
stocked. The chief substnnee of the 
Papuans apart from game and of 
course an occasional enemy are yams, 
taros and bananas. These are usually 
grown some little distance from the 
villages. Tbe ground la tilled by the 
young women, who are secured against 
attack by a guard of young warriors. 
The costume of a bra«j is usually cou- 
flned to a necklace and a headdress 
and an armlet of plaited pandanus 
fiber. The women are also fully and 
fashionably attired when their hair is 
dressed and a string of bends is bung 
around their uecks. A laundry would 
starve to death in New Guinea: 

Hunting and fishing are followed by 
the Papuan with primitive lugeuulty. 
The fishing Is accomplished by means 
of a net which is made by spiders. 
When a Papuau wants a net he first 
ruts a likely bamboo pole, then bends 
it In n great loop and sets It up In a 
forest. Each day he visits It to see 
qow his net Is growing.

Tbe fable of tbe country mouse and 
the town mouse has a foundation in 
fact. Mice occasionally migrate- In 
large numbers when food grows scarce 
and travel considerable distances to 
fresh houses. Fanners in a part of 
Perthshire bad a good reason to be¬ 
come aware of this fact when a couple 
of years ago vast awaruis of mice in¬ 
vaded their cornfield* at harvest time. 

But the mouse only travels when it 
has to. The rat, on the contrary, seems 
to take a yearly outing in very much 
the same fashion aa do human beings 
Hals are the most migratory creatures 
in the world. Whole troops of rats 
leave the towus at the end of summer 
and spend a month or two in the coun¬ 
try, apporentij in onler to enjoy tbe 
Chgglge of food, which the county af 
foris at that time of the year in the 
way of fresh fruit aud grain. Before, 
the cold weather sets in they are all 
back in their old quarters. 

Reindeer migrate with the same regu¬ 
larity as swallows. They move south 
when winter sets in. but as soon as 
ever the snow begins to melt they 
travel steadily north, sometimes for as 
much.as a thousand miles. 

To end a holiday by -deliberate sui¬ 
cide is so strange a phenomenon that 
for a long time naturaliats looked upon 
the stories of the migration of the lem¬ 
mings as an improbable tictiou. Yet 
the facts are beyond dispute. At Ir¬ 
regular intervals these rat-like crea¬ 
tures start out from their homes in the 
fastnesses of northern 8candiuavia in 
huge droves, numbering tens of thou¬ 
sands, and travel steadily southward. 
Death pursues them in a hundred 
forms. Hawks and other birds of prey 
hover above them. Foxea. wolves and 
man decimate them. Thousands are 
drowaql in rivera. Yet tbe rest strug¬ 
gle on until they reach the sea. They 
do not atop. They plunge In. swim out 
and struggle on until at last their 
strength fails and they drown. Not 
one ever returns from this Journey of 
daath.—Loudon Answers.

Mediaeval Monarch*.

In treatises and 
all official documents the whole list 
was religiously copied, and as it often 
happened that tbe two negotiating 
monarch* had some of the an me titles 
it became usual to insert a douse in 
the Hat. non praejudlcando. In order to 
Indicate that, no matter bow absurd. 
Inappropriate or untrue were the titles, 
they were understood to be inserted be¬ 
cause they pleased the monu'reh who 
claimed them, that they did not confer 
a valid claim, and so no harm was 
likely to result from their use.
